ORDINANCE, 1984 

No. 6 OF 1984 

Promulgated by the President in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic of 

India. 

An Ordinance further to amend the Na ional Security Act, 1980, 

VVhere.as Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied Lat 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action; 

Now, THEREFORE, in cxercisc of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
article 133 of the Constitu ion, the President is pleased to promulgate the fol¬ 
lowing Ordinance:— 

1. (7) This Ordinance may be called the National Security (Second sho,rt

"(2) The expiry or revocation of a detention order (hereafter in this 
sub-scction referred to as the earlier detention order) shall not [whether 
such earlier detention order has been made before or after the commence¬ 
ment of the National Security (Second Amendment) Ordinance, 1984] 
bar the making of another detention order (hereafter in this sub-section 
referred to as tire subsequent detention order) under section 3 against 
the same person: 

Provided that in a case where no fresh facts have arisen atter the 
expiry or revocation of the earlier detention order made against such 
person, the maximum period for which such person may be detained in 
pursuance of the subsequent detention order shall, in no case, extend 
beyond the expiry of a period of twelve months from the date of detention 
under the earJicr detention order,”.
